Prof. Hast has been sounding such 
alarms for several years. He has written 
books and delivered lectures on the sub- 
ject. Evidently~-he is a disciple of Rev. 
Robert Malthus who more than ae hundred 
years ago pointed out that the planet was 
in danger of becoming overcrowdéd. Mr. 
East says the world’s population is doubled 
every sixty years, and that our great-grand- 
children will live to see 7,000,000,000 people 
struggling for life. : 

This is not a pretty picture. But how 
does Mr. East or anybody, else know that 
the population will continue to grow for 
many years at the present rate of in- 
crease? And even if it does, will not some 
new means be provided to augment the 
food supply? Under the present tillage 
systems about two and one-half acres are 
required to support each person on the 
planet. It is estimated that less than one 
half of the 13,000,000,000 acres of arable land 
is now bejng tilled. This is not counting 1 


Inte farming could be relied upon to 
double food supply from certain large 


areas which are producing comparatively 


small crops. On the Pacific Coast, with its 
prodigal tillage and harvesting systems, 
production probably could be doubled on 
the land now under cultivation, and there 
many millions of acres of fairly rich 
now producing no food for human be- 
but are turned over to cattle, sheep, 
horses and swine, 

Just how far we might rely upon science 
to provide synthetic food to take the 
place of the natural supply is, of course, 
problematical. But science always rises 
to emergencies, and doubtless would rise 


to this one of the threatened starvation of | 


the race, should it ever have to be faced. 

¢ Malthus thought that this century would 
see an overcrowded planet and a starving 
population. But, due to improved means of 
tillage and distribution, which have result- 
ed in overproduction, there has been a 


greater per capita food supply than ever,
